SUBJECT: Visits to Presidential Libraries 


1. CRD has been discussing with Mr. Alan Thompson of National Archives 
and Records Service (NARS) the feasibility of sending teams of review officers 
periodically to the Presidential Libraries. The two libraries most in need of 
assistance and guidance in handling CIA documents and other material with CIA 
equities are the Truman Library in Independence, Missouri, and the Eisenhower 
Library in Abilene, Kansas, Attachment No. 1 gives a description of the 
holdings they have identified as of interest to CIA. 


2. The serially numbered documents can be reviewed here from our record 
copies and the results reported to the libraries -- as is already being done. 
The vast majority of their holdings, however, would have to be reviewed on 
site, at least in sufficient numbers to provide the libraries with guidelines.” 
Furthermore, both libraries need our guidance in handling numerous unmarked. -- 
but possibly sensitive -- documents as well as assistance in preparing finding aids 
that would not divulge classified information. 


3. Both libraries are enthusiastic about the possibility of a visit by 
a CRD team and, in fact, are hoping for such visits on a more or less regular 
basis. We recommend that one-week visits to each be made initially in mid-April 
or early May. It would be cost effective to send the same team of two or three 
officers to both libraries, as they are only 100 miles apart. Attachment No. 2 
gives cost estimates for the initial visit. 


4. We also reconmend.a visit of several days later this year for con- 
sultation at the Kennedy Library in Boston, Massachusetts. The Kennedy Library 
is inundated with material of interest to CIA and needs guidance from us as 
the processing gets underway. One or two officers could handle this consultation. 


5, The coordinator for this project isl who should be contacted STAT 
directly if you have further questions.
